The decision wiprs out of ex- 
istence the Joint Traffic association and 
abo'.lshes all agreements that were en- 
tered into by and between the parties 
to the original compact of the associa- 
tion.

B»T State Company Comat Back From 


1'oitu Jttco. 


Boston, Got, 28.—Shortly after arriv- 


ing in this city Thursday the SUth 
MaaiachuKetts regiment broke up into 
companies, and each, being made up of 
men from the same city or town, de- 
parted for its individual headquarters, 
where a much warmer and

BENJAMIN KIDD, ENGLISH THINKER 


AND WRITER, AND HIS VIEWS. 


ThlBk the Time For »« Am. 


Hand— TriiMU Mlffht Be Much Wora« 
Than They Arc. 


NKW VOUK, Oct. 88.— [Special.]— HU 


Advent horo causad much lent of a •euu- 
tlon In thocoluiiJDHuf tho nowBpaporB uid 
tho lesser Illustrated periodicals than that 
of either Isnuii Zangwlll or Thomas Henry 
Hall Calne, yet Beujumln Kidd, tho Eng- 
llbh thinker and wr.tur on various topics, 
is having a goodly measure of 0ucci>is In 
America after all. He was well received 
in Chicago, und he has been tho recipient 
of many courtesies during his short Btay 
In New York, whore ho is tnrryiug u few 
days before starting for homo. 


Mr. Kidd'h most rweut work on tho 


control of tho trapici, In which he takea 
the ground that iu justice tu its own pto- 
J 
ilo. tho Aij(fl<i-S»x<tn rnce ami tho world at 
urge thu United States tihuuld maintain 
control over the Spanish iblands, has been 
one of thu chief topics of talk Jit all tho 
euthcriugs tu which he has beou invited 
in thin country, and BO has his earlier 
work. "Social Evolution,", in which he 
paid n remarkable tribute to tho influence 
of Christianity in the development of hu- 
manity. And of coureo he has been naked 
repeatedly to gire hfs views concerning 
thu much mooted alliance of the United 
States and Great Britain. He expressed 
him self with m6ro dcfinitonosa upon this 
point perhaps at a prlcnte dinner given in 
him honor at the University club than on 
any other occasion. 


Not Re*4r For Alliance. 


Edward T. Devi no presided at that din- 


ner, and among tho speeches were ad- 
dresses of welcome by Mr. Homer Folks, 
who happens to bo an alderman, elected 
by tho luto Citizen B' Union, and Dr Jo- 
sinh Strong. In his response Mr. Kldd 
euid that ho hardly thought tho time ripe 
for tho proposed alliance. 
' 'Englishmen do not yet understand 


America as well ai they should before 
such an arrangement is entered into," 
said Air. Kidd substantially. "Most Amer- 
icans fail to comprehend the true nature 
of tho part England has played in history 
or her present position in tho world; Eng- 
lishmen fail to rooognize tho tremendous 
vigor that underlies whatever there may 
be of crudity in American social, political 
and governmental conditions. Moreover, 
Americans aa a rulo do not see that Eng- 
land stands for the highest civilization in 
tho world today, and that her work in In- 
dia and Egypt 1ms been and is of incalcu- 
lable importance to the cause of civiliza- 
tion." 


Mr. Kidd said much English criticism 


of American affairs was baaed on imper- 
fect knowledge, adding a little criticism 
of his own. He thinks our politics eavor 
too much of the petty, the parochial; that 
we give too much attention to local affairs 
and too little to affairs of world signifi- 
cances, He contrasted England's colonial 
policy with Spain's, saying that the latter 
hod always been ,ehie3y devoted to ex- 
ploiting tha colonies and the colonists, 
while that of England aimed principally 
at improving the condition of the colonies. 
He admitted that, there had been note- 
worthy exceptions,' one of which had led 
to the separation of the 13 North Ameri- 
can colonies from the motherland, and that 
the administration of Indian affairs had 
cot been altogether clear of evil. But the 
administration of Egyptian matters, be 
said, had been remarkably free from ob- 
jectionable features. He spoke of the gov- 
ernment of that country as being as near- 
ly an independent one as could possibly 
be devised and carried Into execution, and 
mentioned the fact that traders of every 
nationality had equal rights in Egypt 
with the English. 


The fact that England's home govern- 


ment was not perfect hud not worked 
against the ertabllsbnient of good govern- 
ment In Egypt; while, on the other hand, 
be believed that the people of England 
had been benefited by the circumstance 
that the Egyptian situation had taken 
their attention :(n some degree from home 
matters and 'this very distraction had 
tended to purify municipal government in 
England and not the contrary. He would 
not eay there ware no lessons for America 
to learn from this, but he would not point 
them out. 


Some FmtaewprthV Thlnffa'. 


Mr, Kidd was exceedingly mild in bis 


criticism of America throughout! aiid he 
found things a-plenty to. praise. For in- 
stance, of Admiral Dewoy's victory In 
Manila bay he said it was the most impor- 
tant historical event) since the defeat of 
Napoleon at Waterloo. 
Both wer1) note- 


worthy checks in the growth of decadent 
civilization, both wero significant stops 
in tho progress of the Anglo-Saxon Idea. 


Ho had a good deal to eay about tho su- 


periority of American over English rail- 
ways, and ho introduced it with n word or 
two concerning trusts: 
" I um a Liberal In politics at home, and 


my party has done all it could to control 
combinations of capital. 
We in England 


Im^e been told America Is override n by 
tho trusts, but since I have been hero I 
havo come to think that possibly wo havn 
been governing n little too much. The 
free hand that bos been given to your 
trusts and your great railway combina- 
tions has certainly produced some highly 
desirable results. 
Whatever has been tho 


evil, it has not been unmixed. I have 
been specially impressed v?ith your rail- 
way service, tho rapidity of your trains 
and tho comfort — even luxury— of 
tho 


accommodations furnished tho passengers. 
Tho street railway serviro in every one of 
your cities Is immeasurably superior to 
tho tramway service in any English city." 


This, ho said, was because Americans 


permit corporations to operate the lines 
nnd do not hamper them with too many 
regulations Ho did not indorse trusts and 
monopolies by any means, but ho showed 
at Rome length that they have certain good 
points.

Weber's Law on Smelling. 


Ithaca, Oct. 28.—Professor M. B. Tltch- 


cner of the psychological department of 
Cornell yesterday announced to his 
classes that a new and very Important 
psychological discovery had been made 
in the laboratories at Cornell. The re- 
lation between "intensity of stimulus" 
and "intensity of sensation" in the sense 
of smell has been demonstrated to be 
one-third to one-fourth. The difference 
between these exponents is one-twelfth. 
Thus it is shown that the sense of smell 
appreciates ll~12ths of the Intensity of 
the substance applied. This is a new fea- 
ture of "Weber's law," of which, until 
the experiments at Cornell were com- 
pleted, nothing definite was known. To 
determine this experiments have been 
carried on at Cornell for three years. 
Dr. THcherier was assisted in his work 
by Miss Gamble, now an instructor in 
Wellealey. She graduated from Cornell 
last June, and it was due to her efforts 
more than to Dr. Titchener's that suc- 
cessful results were reached. Fourteen 
different people and 30 different- sub- 
stances were experimented upon.

Paris, Oct. 8.—The woman who has a 


sealskin coat or cape, the relic of a 
past season, will find that tins year it 
will be almost impossible to have the 
pver obliging furrier make it over into 
faomething harmonizing with the sea- 
son's fashions. The cut of the winter's 
fur garments is something distinctly 
different from anything recently worn 
and consumes a quantity of inateiial 
appalling to think upon, considering; the 
cost of sealskin and sable. 


The new fur capes are distinctly 


novel. They tit the shoulders closely, 
are longer than heretofore and run to 
markedly greater width than any capea 
yet seen upon the shoulders of even the 
most ultra fashionable woman. 
The 


tendency of the capes, too, is to be 
frilled and flounced very much like the 
latest skirts. Now, cloth and fur are 
very different in their flexibility, and 
one would imagine that a frilled fur 
rape would be rather an awkward look- 
ing- garment. 
The fur. however, is so 


skillfully treated that the frills are 
quite as graceful and well adjusted as 
those upon a broadcloth or cashmere 
gown. A shaped flounce about the bot- 
tom of ihe cape or a frill running up 
the front and having a jabotiike effect 
is a favorite application of the new 
fashion. 


An example of the smart new capes of 


seal was shown by a shopman who 
makes a point of being the first to dis- 
play the winter's mode in furs. Thi* 
cape was closely fitted over the shoul- 
ders and^wldened until in shape it al- 
most resembled a bell. The length waa 
\\hat is known as three-quarters. A 
very high collar lined with sable and 
shaped something like the old Eliza- 
bethan collar was designed to protect 
the wearer's neck and the buck of the 
head even in the most stormy weathrr. 
Large lapels tapered to a point at the 
waist. 
These, with the collar lining 


and the roll encircling the cape just be- 
low the lapels, were of sable and made 
a rich contrast to the seal of the cape. 


Not only are some of the new capes of 


nn unprecedented length, but the coats 
resemble them in this respect- A r-oat 
that will combine elegance with comfort 
on a zero day was made of sealskin a 
little longer than the cape just de- 
scribed. The coat was tight fitting and 
had a very high collar and tight sleeves. 
The skirt of the coat was cut quite full 
and had a tiny roll of the sealskin, like 
"braid, applied from the large button at 
the waist, apron, fashion, about the coat^ 


Pointed rolls of sealskin ornamented the 
eieevos near the wnst, and one broad 
rever fell back o\er ihe luft side of the 
coat and was continued almost to tha 
\\ uist. 


A small cape that bore the hallmark 


of the pre\ ailing fashion waa of mink 
cut to form a point at the back and 
front and reaching just to the waist. 
Two shaped frills went about the cape, 
one falling from the high collar to the 
waist in the Bhaoe of a jabot. 


Quite a different pattern was the cape 


of sealskin surrounded with a deep 
shaped flounce, rounded at the corners 
and headed by a band of sable. The 
shoulders of the wearer were distinctly 
outlined, owing to the cut and fit of the 
wrap. The inside of the high, wide col- 
lar was lined with sable, which seems to 
he one of the most popular of the winter 
trimmings for seal. 


With the return to popularity of seal- 


skin comes the adoption of the chinchil- 
la cape, trimmed with ponderous frills 
of the same material. Even the collars 
are undulated to look like old fashioned 
ruffs, a cape of gray chinchilla thus 
fashioned forming an especially effect- 
ive frame for a younj? and lovely face 


The linings of all these garments are 


very handsome, rich brocades and heavy 
figured satins being especially used. 
Tints to harmonize with the color of the 
furs are often selected for linings. Sa- 
ble and chinchilla coats are of course 
only for those of ample means and ex- 
travagant tastes, while fox and mink 
are worn by those of less expensive 
tendencies 
A cape of sable Imed with 


chinchilla is the acme of luxuiy. It is 
noticeable that tace and .chiffon em- 
broideries trim some of the new fur gar- 
ments. 


The combination of lace with the fur 


gives a richness and lightness which are 
very attractive. The garment on which 
I noticed the most striking arrange- 
ment of this sort was a sack coat of 
dark striped mink, the lines being ar- 
ranged vertically. 
Broad lapels from 


the shoulders to the bottom of the 
jacket were trimmed with alternate 
clusters of lace and bits of fur. The 
sleeves were hljth upon the shoulder, 
with a rather full puff, and finished at 
thp wrist with a flounce of fur underset 
with a frill of lace similar to that upon 
the front. The high collar was made 
of mink, in which the stripes were more 
closely set than those in the body of the 
garment. The stripes upon the sleeve 
were set horizontally to the wrist.

The league ^s not "a political, body, 


but it is working assiduously • in1 the 
interests of wheelmen, feeling that 
these interests do not conflict In any 
way with those of the general public or 
the railroads. In New Xork 'state the 
railroads are obliged to carry bicycles 
the same as any other baggage, and 
the Long Island railroad has put on 
special cars for them. The wheelmen 
claim that this law would bring enough 
business to the railroads to offset 
whatever'inconvenience might.be causr 
ed, and that what they demand is 
therefore reasonable and just. 


The effort to pass both of these bills 


narrowly failed last winter. The sen- 
ate tied on the bill compelling rail- 
roads to carry wheels as common bag- 
gage, and the wide tire bill was de- 
feated by a small majority. Better re- 
suts are hoped for this winter, and 
with this end in view the league will, 
as before stated, sound every caindl- 
date tor the house and senate prior to 
election, that the wheelmen and all 
others interested may vote intelli- 


gently.
